The 


cause of the deed is not yet known, 
but she has informed Hueter's eldest 
son that the shooting was done in self 
defense. 


TOLD OF MURDER. 


The tragedy took place at the Hue- 


ter home, three miles from Alma, on 
the Santa Cruz road, and after 
the 


shooting Mrs. Hueter telephoned the 
son, 
who conducts the ranch, but re- 


sires a half mile away, that she had 
shot his father. 


He hurried to Los Gates for a phy- 


sician, but Hueter was dead when the 
latter arrived. 


The son then came to San Jose and 


notified the Sheriff's office, and 
offi- 


cers are now at the scene of 
the 


shooting. 


RETIRED CAPITALIST. 


Mr. Hueter was a retired capitalist, 


who for many years 
conducted 
a 


paint and oil business in San Fran- 
cisco. 


He purchased 
a 
large mountain 


ranch near Alma fifteen years ago, 
upon which he made many Improve- 
ments and where he had since : .'re-. 
•aided.

His home is well 
known to

travelers over the Santa Cruz grade 
by the conspicuous native son bear 
that marks the entrance to the place 
by the roadside. 


SECOND WIFE. 


The woman who shot him is his 


second wife, and she is only -30 years 
of age, while Hueter was 70. 


He has no children by his second 


wife, but had five by his first, four of 
whom reside in San Francisco, while 
the eldest conducts his ranch.

Utthig, and before marriage with him 
she resided in San Francisco. 


SHE IS EXONERATED. 


A Coroner's jury has exonerated 


Mrs. 
Hueter, finding that she shot her 


husband in self defense. 


No one witnessed the shooting. 
Mrs. 
Hueter testified that they en- 


gaged in a quarrel over private mat- 
ters; that Hueter, who was addicted 
to liquor, in a rage grabbed a shot- 
gun in the room with the intent to 
shoot her; that she pulled 
out 
his 


pistol from under a pillow and fired 
one shot, which took effect in 
his 


head.

Hueter is in the custody of 


the Sheriff, on her way to this city. 


Hueters four sons are now at the 


home, his daughter remaining in San 
Francisco.

BY EARTHQUAKE. 


Severe Trembling at Night Causes 


Buildings to Rock, Windows to 


Rattle and People to Awake. 


'^PORTLAND, 
Me.. 
July 15.—An 


earthquake shock affecting 
a 
large 


portion of Maine, occurred at 5:10 a. 
m. today, and was noticeable tor about 
ten seconds. It was said to have been 
more severe than the shocks of March 
21, 1004, which occurred about 1 a. m. 


Today's tumbling awoke many peo- 


ple from sleep. It was reported from 
Bangor to Kitteiy, and 
from 
above 


Farmington to the coast at Rockland, 
and seemed most severe at Central 
Maine, 
especially at Augusta and 


Waterville. 


Early reports of the quaking were 


received from Kittery, Tork, Bidde- 
ford, Portland, Brunswick, Lewiston, 
Augusta, Waterville, Rumforc! Falls, 
Farminston, 
Skoivheg-an, 
Rockland, 


Belfast and Bangor, and Manchester 
and 
Concord, 
in 
New Hampshire. 


Night operators of the New England 
Telephone and Telegraph at Caribou, 
Houlton, Machais and Millinockett, all 
east of Bangor, did not notice any dis- 
turbance. 


Two shocks were felt at Brunswick, 


Thomaston and some other places, the 
second being more severe than the 
first.

^o the vicinity of Portland a rum- 


bling noise accompanied the shock, be- 


. Ing heard perceptibly by Gilbert M. 
Dinamor, of the Portland 
Observa- 


tory, who became familiar with earth- 
quakes while living in Morocco. 


SHAKES PRISON. 


The State Prison at Thomaston was 


shaken, but no damage was done there 
or In any section of the State. 


Reports Indicate that i the shock was 


not felt West of New Hampshire.

15.—A 


tsllght earthquake shock was felt at 
'3:10 a. m. today, followed in a few- 


seconds by a heavier one. No damage 
was reported. The shocks are said to 
be heavier than 
those 
experienced 


March 21, 1904. They were reported 
very severe at Augusta, Bangor, Lew- 
iston, Rockland and Brunswick. Re- 
ports from Thomaston say that one 
shock was felt there shortly after five 
o'clock of about fifteen seconds dura- 
tion. The State Prison and houses at 
Thomaston were shaken 
noticeably, 


and dishes and'stove covers rattled. 


EARTH TREMBLES. 


Biddford, Saco and Old Orchard also 


noted the shock. The earth trembled 
and there was a sound like distant 
thunder. The convulsion was of but a 
few seconds' duration. 


At Bangor there was one long rum- 


ble, 
which rattled dishes and 
shook 


windows. 


State Geologist Lee, of 
Bowdoin 


College, said as near as he could judge 
the tremulous agitation passed from 
east to west at 5:10 o'clock, and -was 
between seven and ten seconds in dur- 
ation.

There is no instrument at Bowdoin 


for 
registering 
the 
velocity and 


strength of the concussion.' Professor 
Lee said it was one of those shocks 
which is caused by the slipping of rock 
on the side of a fissure at some con- 
siderable depth, probably two or three 
miles, as a.result of long continued 
strain. 


It could have been stimulated by an 


explosion of some "kind. 


Professor Lee could not locate, from 


reports received, tbe center 
of 
the 


shock.

RAL WONDER. 


After enjoying almost a month's de- 


lightful sojourn in losemite Valley and 
Its environs, Superior Judge William H. 
Waste, with his wife, son and little 
daughter safely arrived home last night. 
The Judge was a member of the last 
Legislature where he took an active 
part in securing the passage of the act of 
recession, designed to place Yosemite 
Valley under the control of the United 
States Government. 
He therefore took 


more than ordinary interest in the out- 
come of his first visit to tha wonderful 
valley. 


"While returning Judge Waste was de- 


layed two days by forest fires which be- 
gan five miles below Hazel Greenland 
extended ten miles towards Coulterville. 
At one point on th ellne of the-stage 
road two lofty trees were burning lur- 
Lously for several days, both of them 
leaning over the roadway. 
One stage 
coming out of the valley was halted by 
its driver who informed the passengers 
that they must risk their own lives 'if 
they desired to pass under the burning 
trees, and that he would only take 
the 
risk 
of 
driving 
the. 
empty 
coach through after them. '"This was 
done, but a second coach driver de- 
clined shortly afterwards to drive through, 
either with or without passengers. • A 
little later one of the big ,trees fell 
across the stage road and soldiers had 
to cut a block of it out in order to clear 
the roadway. 
While In Yosemite Valley Judge Waste 
met several Alameda county persons In- 
cluding- Major Charles L. Tilden of Ala- 
meda who had a coach and eight magnifi- 
cent black horses which he utilized to 
take his party of nineteen rfding around 
on the roads of the valley. County Sur- 
veyor Edward C. Prayther, Postma-ier 
T. T. Dargie, Paul Goldsmith, newspaper 
man, James M. Vance and A. C. Baum- 
gartner were also met by the Judge and 
party. 
For the wonders arid delights of the 
great valley Judge Waste has only words 
of 
praise and 
admiration. 
He 
was 
charmed with the ride through;,.Merced 
Canyon and its towering big trees, and 
describes the camp life iri nicely ap- 
pointed tents under "the Yosemite Falls 
as being ideal. 
Asked to describe his flshlng exper- 
iences the Judge stated today that he and 
County Surveyor Prather journeyed to 
Little Yosamite on a fishing excursion. 
"We took along: an Indian guide and 
expert 
fisherman 
and 
we 
caught — 
nothing," added the truthful seeker after 
the Bnny denizens of the rippling waters. 
Later, however, the Judge admitted that 
at Tamarack Creek, fourteen miles below 
Yosemite, 
they had 
bettor luck 
and 
caught a large number of small but- very 
toothsome trout. 
One of the Judge's most satisfactory 
excursions whila in the valley was a trip 
accompanied by his wife and' children, 
twenty miles in length, 
above 
Vernal 
Falls and Glacier Point, traversing many 
difficult 
mountain trails on muleback. 
The Judge's four-year-old- daughter Jean, 
rode the entire distance on a donkey, 
Occupying an ordinary saddle and dis- 
daining to get into one of the baskets 
ordinarily provided for children by the 
guides while passing especially dangerous 
places. 
The Judge was pleased to meet Con- 
gressman Sherley of Kentucky, in the 
valley. 
Sherley is of the Judge Taft 
party now on the way to the Philippines. 
He was so much Interested In the fame 
of Yosemite that he took four days of 
his time in California and made -the trip 
there so as to inform himself of the 
wonderful natural curiosity. He express- 
ed himself to Judge Waste as much, in- 
pressed with the valley's greatness, and a 
warm advocate of the National Govern- 
ment taking upon itself the care aird cost- 
of keeping the valley. 
Judge Waste 
took 
ISO "snapshots" 
with a small camera while In Yosemite 
and proposes, after developing the photos, 
to bind them in a volume for future- ref- 
erence and reminiscence of his .delightful 
trip.

F. Schelthe and, A. O. Tveitmoe: 


These will in' effect select a president 


and a secretary. 
The first-mentioned 


place, it is foreshadowed, will be filled 
by A. O. Tveitmoe. It is not as yet 
known who will be chosen to the position 
of secretary. 


The selection of Tveitmoe has been 


made certain by a legal opinion given on 
a question raised as to which of two 
candidates had been elected by the vote 
of stockholders of the company for the 
position of president. 
The candidates in 


question were Messrs. A. O. Tveitmoe 
and William Short. 


TWO STYLES OF VOTING. 


The question arose out of the fact that 


while Tveitmoe had received 307 votes, 
and 
Short received only. 290, friends 


of the latter claimed that Short had been 
elected. 


This claim was based upon the fact 


that, while Short had received only 290 
votes, he (had actually received a ma- 
•jority vot^ of all th«""stockho]ders, be- 
cause '' every one of those votes repre- 
sented an individual voter, whereas the 
307 votes received by Tveitmoe repre- 
sented bunched votes, some of the stock- 
holders giving all of the votes which 
they claimed they were entitled to to 
Tveitmoe. In this manner sonie stock- 
holders "plunked" five votes for that 
gentleman. 


COULD NOT DECIDE. 


The board of. election could not decide 


the matter, neither could the board of 
directors, because a legal question was 
involved and none of the members of 
the boards in question were lawyers. 


On the recommendation, therefore, of 


tho board of election, the board of di- 
rectors decided to secure a legal decis- 
ion on the subject and Director Petry 
was commissioned to obtain the saine.

Assessed Valuation 


Will Be Greatly 


Increased, 


From the preliminary work on the city 


assessment rolls done by City Auditor 
and er-officlo City Assessor Breed,' it Is 
evident that the City of Oakland will have 
a considerable sum of money in excess 
of the amount received last rear from 
taxes. 


There Is no opportunity at present of 


making an accurate estimate or tha as- 
sessed valuation of the property In Oak- 
land, but it is thoueht that the assessed 
valuation-will be very close In the vicin- 
ity of-$55,000,000. Last year the assessed 
valuation was 151,151,702, representing an 
increase of about $6,000,000 over the pre- 
ceding year. While it is not expected thst 
the increase this year will reach $6,000,000, 
the present indications point to a mater- 
ial increase, probably between $4,000,000 
and $6,000,000. 
In event that the increased assessment 
comes up to expectations, the city will 
have from $75,000 to $86,000 more to spend 
than it did last year. 
Mayor Mott is figuring on this Increase 
and trusts that a sum sufficiently large 
to Initiate many talked of improvements 
will be realized. This additional sum, 
taken in conjunction with money which 
will be raised from other sources, may 
give the Mayor $100,000 In all to spend 
for betterments and Improvements.

ANY TACT. 


HAVE 


Lost the Case For Walter Dimmick 


When it Should Have Been 


Won Before Jury. 


Ever since George D Collins tangled 


himself in the meshes of the law be- 
yond extrication we have been hear- 
ing of his wonderful talents, his superb 
skill in the practice of the law and his j 
brilliant achievements in the courts 
Those «ho have acclaimed his rare 
ability most extravagantly have mar- 
veled that he should ever have got 
himself so hopelessly involved, but if 
they were to scrutinize closely 
his 


methods, his practices, his failures and 
his odd conceits they would not be so 
amazed at his finish. At best Collins 
was merel} a shifty lawyer, skilled 
in 
the tricks of his trade and con- 


temptuous of those principles of eth- 
ics that restrain a man from wander- 
ing from the narrow path. He was a. 
pervert to whom the end not only jus- 
tified but sanctified the means. 
He 


succeeded where other lawvers failed 
because other lawyers would scorn to 
succeed in his way 
Most of his suc- 


cesses were due not to his cunning in 
securing legitimate advantages, 
but 


rather to his boldness In the perpetra- 
tion of fraud and practice of decep- 
tion 
He was always hugging the line 


that marks the border of criminality. 
No court could accept his word with 
impunity 
And 
singular 
to 
relate, 


though he has been known for years 
as a shifty rogue, so great was his 
magnetism that the Justices of 
the 


Supreme Court were pleased to hob- 
nob with hi:r>, and even now, fugitive 
from justice tnougrh he is, so reluctant 
has been the Supreme Court to tako 
action against him that today he is a 
member in good standing of the bar 
'of the great State of California. 
A SAMPLE OF HIS INGENUITY.-f 
The case of Collins presents a pe- 


culiar psychological phenomenon He 
was obsessed with a passion for help- 
!ng men out of jail, and he did not 
always demand money for his ser- 
vices 
He entered, without a fee, on 


the defense of Garnett, the man who 
killed Major McCIung. He was told 
that Garnett had no money and was 
If need of an attorney and so h? took 
the case and saved the defendant's 
neck. Some years ago he took 
..he 


case of a. man named Walker, comict- 
ed of embezzlement, and sentenced, to 
two years in the penitentiary Walker 
was ready and willing to go to San 
Quentin and serve out his time but 
Collins thought he saw a flaw in the 
commitment and agreed to keep the 
man out of striped -lothps. A tech- 
nicality was always dear to the heart 
of this shifty practitioner He gloated 
over every little point of law that 
seemed susceptible ot being twisted to 
the advantage of his client 
years he kept Ihe case of 


For five 
Walker 


hanging fire, and all that time the 
man who had been sentenced to only 
two years' imprisonment wa^ cooped 
up in 4 small cell ID the county jail 
Because of the absurd stubbornness of 
his lawyer, Walker was a prisoner for 
three years during which 
he 
would 


have had his liberty had he started 
for 
San 
Quentin when sentenced 


Finally Collins was obliged 
to 
ac- 


knowledge defeat, and then, 
though 


the court could have sent Walker over 
to serve his term of two ve-irs, rmk- 
mg a total of se\en, he *ook pl*y on 
the prisoner and re-senterced him to 
twenty-four hours. 


A SAMPLE OF HIS TRICKERY. 
Quick though Collins was to aviil 


himself of trivial 
technicalities, 
he 


was utterly lacking 
in tact. 
The 


crooks about town thought he was a 
smart lawyer because he knew how to 
keep men out of jal', but the fact la 
he w on comparatively few cases He 
was tireless in rais'ng technicalities 
that were bound in the long run to 
prove of no^ avail, and sometimes his 
clients were kept on the anxious seat 
for years until they died a natural 
death or were killed, as was the, case 
with J. W. Turner, the land swindler. 
The man whom he had swindled got 
tired waiting for him to go to jail 
and shot him. 
That was the first 


criminal case of note in which Col- 
lins figured 
He succeeded an attor- 


ne> who had obtained many postpone- 
ments in the hope that the complain- 
ant would m time cool off and agree 
nof'to prosecute 
As soon as Collins 


got into the case he moved the court 
to dismiss on the ground that 
the 


defendant bad not been vouchsafed a 
trial within the statutory time 
He 


knew that it was at the defendant's 
own request that he had not 
been 


tried but he saw a chance to defeat 
justice and 
unscrupulously 
grabbed 


at it. But he accomplished nothing, 
for it was shown that the District 
Attorney had consented to the post- 
ponement of the trial at the defen- 
dant's own request. 
Such was the 


characteristic trickery of the pervert 
who commanded the boundless admira- 
tion of some of our very learned jur- 
ists. 
It * isn't always a profound 


knowledge of the law that gives a 
man a reputation for ability in the 
legal profession of the State. 


So industriously had Collins been 


touted as a smart 
criminal lawyer 


that he was called into the Federal 
court to defend Dimmick, the Mint 
deputy charged with 
embezzlement. 


The evidence against Dimmick 
was 


meagre and conflicting 
The officials 


of the court are of the opinion that a 
bright, strategic lawryer could easily 
have secured his acquittal, and 
they 


agree that his case was badly bung- 
led 
by 
Collins, who growled 
and 


snarled and insulted so many people 
that he disgusted 
everybody. Dim- 


mick went to jail because his lawyer 
lacked tact. But it was in his own 
case Collins bungled most grievously. 
When he married Miss McCurdy he 
no doubt felt quite sure that he could 
not b& prosecuted for his crime in this 
State 
And when he married her It 


was probably to give color 
to 
his 


denial of the charge that 
he 
had 


drawn the money of his dead sister- 
in-law out of the Hibernia Bank by 
representing that he was the surviv- 
ing husband 
But the psychology of 


the case involves 
many 
interesting 


phenomena that are not to be easily 
fathomed 
All who knew the attorney 


most Intimately agree that he was not 
properly balanced —Town Talk.

A mass meeting, held by the Chmese, 


Japanese and Corean Exclusion I/eague 
last night in Cooks' and Walters' Hall, 
was well attended, especially by laboring 
men 
Walter Macartiftir of San Francisco 


was the chief speaker of the evening. 
Chairman T F Marshall 
opened 
the 


meeting, saying in part- 


"The League, under the auspices of 


which this meeting is being held, was 
formed by a number of Oakland people 
who think that the laborers of this coun- 
try are being driven and crushed out by 
the incoming hordes of a race absolutely 
incapable of assimilating with Americans 
These people are of a race whose motives 
whose modes of Jiving and whose activties 
are altogether different from our own In 
the teeth of this invasion this League 
and like organizations hurl defiance. We 
intend to -grow and to fight harder as we 
grow' 
/ 
Mr Macarthur was then Introduced and 
said In part 
' For (ifty years the people of the State 
have been working to repel the Mongolian 
' Invasion 
It has been a hard fight, but 
to some extent, successful 
We can fight 
for another fifty vears if it be necessary 
to finally and absolutely solve this great 
problem ' 
The speaker then went 
on to state 
shortly the history of Chinese exclusion. 
He spoke of the first exclusion laws and 
of the Geary act 
The latter, he stated, 
was constantly and consistently evaded 
and the Chinese were hardly delayed In 
their Invasion ot the country 
As re- 
enacted some three years ago the act was 
so remodeled that few or no Chinese came 
in under it 
In regard to Secretary of 
War Taft s statement that opposition to 
the Celestials was limited to a prejudiced 
and small section of the West, he said 
"Secretary Taft's declaration naturally 
and rightfully aioused unlimited opposi- 
tion 
It was followed by ana probably 
spoken with full knowledge of an execu- 
tive order by the President that practical- 
ly nullifies the exclusion laws 
I do not 
question the President s sincentj 
I be- 
lieve he does not intend that the law be 
relaxed in regard to the coolies I do not, 
however believe that he is sufficiently 
well acquainted with the wlliness of the 


I Chinese 
I believe his order will be con- 


! strued by the officials as permission to 
them to examine but loosely the creden- 
tials of prospective immigrants 
'To most people who investigate the 
subject there can come but one view of 
the case 
Our State must be preserved 
for our people 
To do this there is hard 
work to be done Doubtless there are dis- 
couraging conditions 
to face, 
but we 
shall have to face them. It Is the duty of 
organizations like this to accomplish this 
work 
We men of the West, who know 
what this invasion of the Celestials means 
to us appreciate that this fight must bo 
made and that it must be made right 
now 
All that is necessary for us is or- 
ganization and determination " 
In concluding Mr Macarthur took up 
several arguments made against the ex- 
clusion act and answered them briefly 
He mentioned the objection that we 
should not * limit the exclusion to Jap- 
anese and Chinese, but extend It to all 
foreigners, and answered it by saying that 
the Orientals'are able to work so cheaply 
that they displace the Americans 
The 
standard of living of Southern Europeans, 
he said Mas much higher than that of the 
Mongolians and they were* unwilling to 
woik for so long: hours 
On 
an 
organizing committee were 
named A J Kletzker, J R Kelley. H C 
Matthews, G T Stone, E F Travis, J. 
Obyrne, and A A Maiden

GOAT ISLAND 
IS BEING 
MADE 


THE SCENE OF A 


MYSTERY. 


BAN FRANCISCO, July IS. — Goat 


Island wag peopled with downcast faces 
yesterday. Not that there was an epi- 
demic of bines across the bay, but be- 
cause everybody was looking for buried 
treasure 


Ai was announced yesterday a physi- 


cian and a mineralogist of this city have 
petitioned the Navy Department for per- 
mission to dig for the blood-stained gold 
of a Spanish pirate which they believe 
is hidden-on the Government reservation. 
The permission has not yet been granted, 
but when J P Ault and J Hobart Eg- 
bert arrived with strange-looking bun- 
ales and pitched a tent on a bleak part 
of the southern promontory they were at 
once spotted as the treasure hunters. 


Ault tried to prove an alibi and said 


he was after "the constants of the three 
elements," 
This caused 
a scattering, 


some taking him for an alchemist and 
others for a pirate In person. Then ha 
explained that the elements were not 
earth, fire and water, but the three ele- 
ments of terrestrial magnetism; in other 
words, the intensity of the earth's cur- 
rents and tie dip and declination ot the 
compass 
This did not go until he ex- 


plained that he represented the Carnegie 
Institute, when the gold seekers dis- 
persed and let the scientist work alone. 


"The only gold I know of here Is a 


fiver, and that I brought over myself," 
said Ault 
No doubt there was also a 


wealth of knowledge to be acquired from 
the wicked-looking Instruments he kepi 
sticking into the ground, but it was not 
for laymen 


The investigations into 
the 
earth's 


pull at Goat Island are for the purpose 
of correcting the instruments which are 
to be used on board the Galilee, the bark 
which 1* shortly to sail up and down the 
cnast and finally to Honolulu, taking 
scientific observations for the benefit of 
navigation

The Kaiser's Interest in Norwaty.

The restless German Kaiser manifests an itching to mix in the 


dispute between Sweden and Norway. 
It is not hard to find the 


reason for his desire to interfere, which has probably been given edge 
by the proffer to Prince Charles of Denmark of the throne of Nor- 
way. It would not jibe at all with the aims of the German Kaiser for 
a Danish prince to wear the Norwegian crown. 
One of the 


ultimate ends of German policy is the absorption into the empire of all 
the coast region from the Russian frontier to the mouth of the Scheldt 
—that is, the inclusion among German states of Holland and Den- 
mark. 
To that end German policy has intrigued ever since the 


Franco-Prussian war to isolate and weaken both Denmark and Hol- 
land. The former country has been bolstered up in its national inde- 
pendence by the intermarriage of Danish princes with the royal fam- 
ilies of England and Russia. But Russia has been rendered impotent 
by the Manchunan war, and British sympathy with Denmark has been 
divided by the recent marriage of an English princess to the crown 
prince of Sweden. The Queen of England is a daughter of the King 
of Denmark, but the granddaughter of the King of England is the 
wife of the crown prince of Sweden. Furthermore, British policy 
does not harmonize with the political separation of Sweden and Nor- 
way, since it has always been feared at Westminster that Norway 
might fall a victim to Russian conquest and thus become a perma- 
nent menace to Britain's supremacy in the Northern seas. The sit- 
uation is an interesting one, and future developments wilt therefore 
invite the close attention of European statesmen. 
Should Denmark 


fall into the mouth of Germany, Holland would in all likelihood share 
the same fate. At the same time the threatened disruption of the 
Austro-Hungarian monarchy promises to give the German speaking 
provinces to the Kaiser's empire, and at the same, time afford Ger- 
many a commercial outlet and naval base on the Adriatic sea. Wil- 
helm knows what he is about, but his eagerness and restlessness may 
operate to balk his ambitious designs.

A Taste of Canadian Justice. 


California is promised a taste of British justice in the Collins 


case. The San Francisco authorities have been notified that it will be 
necessary to prove Collins guilty of perjury before he can be extra- 
dited for trial in this country 
In other words, '.he farce comedy plaj- 


ed in the Canadian courts over Greene and Gaynor is about to be re- 
enacted in British Columbia. Collins has been regularly indicted for 
perjury committed in swearing m a court proceeding that Charlotta 
Collins is not Ins \vife. 
The marriage license and certificate and the 


testimony of the witnesses present at the ceremony prove that she 
is. Furthermore, Collins has publicly lived with her as his wife ever 
since the marriage took place—a period of more than sixteen years—- 
and he never denied such marriage all he \vas detected in a fraudulent 
attempt to get possession of the effects of his wife's deceased sister. 
More recenth he defied the law and public decency by contracting a 
bigamous marriage in Chicago 
It is now stated that it must be shown 


by direct evidence that he has committed perjury under the laws of 
Canada before he can be extradited for trial under the laws of Cali- 
fornia. This is no more the law in Canada than it is in California, but 
is mere legal chicane to defeat the ends of justice. Canada has rather 
gloried in being a place of refuge for fugitive criminals from the Unit- 
ed States, and her couits appear to have no wish to uipe out the stigma 
of giving protection to scoundrels from this side of the border. Collins 
seems to ha.ve found a congenial and appreciative society at last, for 
the British Columbian authorities appear determined to throw every 
possible obstacle in the way of extraditing the fugitive attorney.

The founder of the house of Bernadotte was Jean Baptiste Jules 


Bernadotte, a field marshal of Napoleon I, who became minister oi 
war in 1799, served with distinction at Austeriitz in 1805, was elected 
crown prince of Sweden in 1810, commanded the Army of the North 
against Napoleon ifi 1813, and, as Charles XIV, became king of Swe- 
den and Norway in 1818. He died in 1844. He was succeeded by 
his only son, Oscar I, who married Josephine, a daughter of Eugene 
Beauharnais, formerly viceroy of Italy. Oscar I died in 1859, and 
was succeeded by his eldest son, Charles XV. 


The latter died in 1872, and the crown descended to his brother, 


Oscar II, who was declared on Wednesday by the Storthing to have 
ceased to act asoking of Norway. 


The younger sons of the house of Bernadotte have borne the 


title of prince of Sweden and Norway. 
Oscar II has four sons— 


Gustave, the crown prince, who has acted as regent; Prince Oscar, 
Prince Gary and Prince Eugene. Gustave was born in 1858, is mar- 
ried, and has three sons; Prince Oscar was born in 1859, renounced his 
succession to the throrie, and married in 1888 Ebba Munck of Ful- 
kila; Prince Carl was born in 1861, and married in 1897 Princess In- 
geborg, daughter of Crown Prince Frederick of Denmark; Prince 
Eugene was born in 1865, and is not married. ' 


It is not anticipated that King Oscar will consent to any prince 


of the house of Bernadotte accepting the Norwegian crown. 


Should the king refuse, there is a possibility that the throne may 


be offered to Pnnce Waldemar, third son of King Christian of Den- 
mark. The people of Denmark largely sympathize with the Nor- 
wegian demands. 


Prince Waldemar was born on October 27, 1858, and was mar- 


ried on October 22, 1885, to Princess Marie of Orleans, eldest daugh- 
ter of the Duke of Chartres. They have four sons and one daughter. 


The eldest son of the Swedish crown prince—Prince Gttstavus 


Adolphus (born in 1882)—is betrothed to the eldest daughter of the 
Duke of Connaught, Princess Margaret Victoria, born in 1882). They 
are to be s»irried in England in July.—York Dispatch.

Almost everything that is an actual 
necessity to human life has risen in 
price so that the trusts and corpora- 
tions which control them, even though 
they may maintain wages, are yet en- 
abled to reach further into the pocket 
of the consumer by an arbitrary in- 
crease.

Since 1894 canned goods have ad- 


vanced over 25 per cent, on the dozen 
cans. The Standard Oil Company has 
advanced the price of oil 8 cents a gal- 
lon in the same time. Bread is still 5 
cents, although the price of flour has 
risen 36 per cent. This is because the 
bakers, to protect themselves, were 
forced to make the loaf smaller. 


The hens of today produce 
four 


times as many eggs as a similar num- 
ber did ten years ago. The advance 
in price has been phenomenal. 
The 


art of cold storage is the one great 
barrier which prevents 
commodities 


from finding a natural price level. 
These cold storage plants are 
con- 


trolled by the trusts. 


We eat eggs laid a year ago. We 


eat chickens and game that was killed 
last year and beef that has been on Ice 
for years. YOU may find In these cold 
storage houses barrels o£ frozen tur- 
keys which were killed last Thanks- 
giving Day and which you may prob- 
ably eat next November. 


The system is a beautiful one for 


keeping up the prices and making the 
American laborer feel that he is earn* 


decreased naturally in price with the 
advance in truck farming. 


Coal has clambered up the 
scale 


about $2 a ton since 1890, withou 
counting the extra high figures reach- 
ed in 1903. 


As for clothing, cotton flannels have 


increased 13.3 per cent., common suit- 
ings 14.1 per cent., common boots and 
shoes 16.2 per cent., women's dress 
goods 16.8 per cent., blankets 18.3 per 
cent., and thread 20.1 per cent. 


The laborer pays more by 15 pe: 


cent, for his furniture now than ten 
years ago. He pays about 10 per cent 
more for the commonest kind of dish- 
es and table cutlery, and for the lux- 
ury of tobacco 17 per cent. more. 


On top of all this, the wage-earner 


in this city at least, is called upon te 
pay an advance in rent from 25 to 3' 
per cent., and when he moves into hi; 
humble quarters the Gas Trust gets 
in on his pocketbook, if not through 
higher prices, by forcing the pressure 
until his metre works like a Water 
bury watch. 


It has been charged by those wh> 


are disposed to find excuse for thl 
raise in prices of almost all the com 
modities of'life that housekeepers are 
more extravagant than they were ten 
years ago. This assertion has no foiin 
dation in fact. The wife of a day la 
borer with a family of four cannot be 
much of a spendthrift on $1.50 a day 
and make both ends-meet. 


If she would have a decent quality 


of butter on her table shexmust pay 
30 cents a pound for it, where four or 
five years ago she could buy it for 24 
cents, and other necessities of life In 
proportion. 


Instead of Increasing extravagance 


among 
housekeepers, it Is a notice-' 


able fact that the standard of living 
among salaried men and wage- earn- 
ers is steadily declining, 
principally 


owing to the high price of living. 


The big corporations are always on 


the lookout for a. chance to pinch sal- 
aries and raise prices. They control 
nearly everything, and while they are 
constantly growing richer -the poor are 
growing poorer. 


On July 1, 1897, the per capita cost 


of clothing in the United States was 
$13.808. Last year it was J17.425. Thus 
on this item of living alone the cost 
haa been Increased by over 23 per cent., 
or about $18 per family, throughout 
the United States. 


On July 1, 1897, it cost at wholesale 


$34.71 to buy a year's supply of food 
for one person In the United States. 
It now costs $48.78, an increase of over

He came into town one day 
with his wife and a big bag girt about 
with chains and sealed with a cou- 
ple of padlocks. 
This bag weighed 
over 100 pounds 
and 
when ' Scott 
marched up Main street.'with.the bag 
on his back the spectacle aroused not a 
little interest and speculation. 
Scott 
marched straight into Chris Franzen's 
hardware store and threw the bag on 
the floor. 
"Hello; I want to leave this' stuff 
here,"- was Scott's introduction. 
"That's ail right if it isn't dyna- 
mite," was the reply. 
"It took dynamite to get It," was 
all that Scott at that time vouchsafed. 
The peculiar looking bag remained 


In an obscure corner for several days. 
Then Scott came in and told the hard- 
ware man that the bag contained gold. 
He then opened the bag and showed a 
quantity of amalgam in exactly the 
condition that it had been when it was 
scraped'from the plates in the mill. 
"There's $12,000 in there," declared 
Scott. Having .taken Franzen 
into 


his confidence Scott next carried the 
sack down to the First National Bank. 
It was placed in a vault and a re- 
ceipt given for it. Scott took a fancy 
to Cashier Castleman and told him a 
good deal about his Death 
Valley 
mines. 


SCOTT'S TALES. 


According to Scott's tales he made 
up a .pack train at Barstow, several 
mules and burros being required. Wa- 
ter had to be carried lor ten days and 
Scott declared that nobody but him- 
self and two or three trusted em- 
ployes knew the way. Included in the 
cavalcade were a couple of pigeons, 
two bobcats, a rattlesnake-and a shep-

to Scott a cordon of armed men sur- 
rounded the camp and no stranger 
was ever allowed to set foot in the 
mystic mine. 
Scott spent money freely here, but 
not lavishly. Once he 
entered 
his 


wife's room while the landlady was 
present and throwing a roll of bills as 
big as a giant firecracker into 
her 
lap told her to go out and have a good i 
time. 
She did not go. 
- 
I 
-Scott at some previous time mar- 
ried -the daughter of a millionaire in 
the East. While he talks like a cow- 
boy it is evident from his conversa- 
tion that he has been well educated. 
Even when working in the mines at 
a wage of $3 a day Scott always car- 
ried an air of mystery about him, and 
was regarded by his associates as a 
good deal of a freak. 
F. T. Blandy, who knows the desert 
country thoroughly, says there Is not 
a mill of any sort in Death Valley, and 
that Scott could not have gotten his 
amalgam there, and that if he had 
had the ore brought out and milled 
elsewhere the fact would have leaked 
out somehow, especially since tfie ore 
is reputed to be so rich. 
Well informed mining men are of 
one accord in regard to Scott's desert 
mine. They declare that it Is a myth, 
and that instead Scott has tapped a 
greenback foundry. This they asisert 
is not in the desolate wastes of Death 
Valley, but in the Eastern financial 
center. 
Furthermore, 
they . predict 
that ere long an avid public will be 
given an opportunity to invest in the

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WHAT ATTRACTED ATTENTION 


AT PORTLAND EXEOSmON. 


Interesting Points About the Fair in the 


North—Some Things Seen on the 


Trail—Financially the Fair Bids 


to Be a Great Success.

World's fairs have become so ev- 


eryday, an occurrence that it is quite 
possible to become blase on the sub- 
ject. 
I wonder if many of us would 


enjoy thn Midwinter Fair 
now 
;vs 


much as we did in the year of grace, 


1893. 
Certain it is that not as many 


exhibits, 
comparatively 
spanking, 


came to Portland from the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition held at St. Louis 
last year as came from the Colum- 
bian Exposition to 
the 
Midwinter 


Fair. In a way this \vas to Portland's 
detriment, but the Oregonian exposi- 
tion turned the lack into an advan- 
tage and made of her little fair some- 
thing unique, not competing with the 
huge fairs which, have gone before, 
but striving for a distinct historical 
advantage for her own people o£ th« 
Northwest as well as for the casual 
visitor. 


BEAUTIFOLLY LOCATED. 


To begin with, the Portland Fair 


is beautifully located. 
No .exposition 


city lias had a fairer background. A 
large marsh was turned into a beau- 
tiful lake and on all sides rise wooded 
hills, covered with fir and spruce and 
pines which shade from softest gray 
through living greens 
Lnto 
Tar-off 


' mysterious blue, behind 
' which 
are 


the snow-clad mountains which 
are 


Portland's glory. 
It is a beautiful 


setting and as you sit 
on smooth 


green lawns, kept green by eternal 
showers, 
you 
watch 
the scudding 


clouds as they pile up against 
the 


blue in huge white masses or spread 
rapidly into a curtain of threatening 
gray. 
Then you 
dodge 
under 
a 


near-by shelter; the "barkers" 
and 


fakirs look blue, thrusting: their hands 
deep into their pockets, and soon you 
are viewing the buildings through a 
blur of rain. In ten minutes the skies 
clear, the moisttire dries, the many 
blooms on l&ng hedges of La France 
and Duchesse roses shake their heads 
and all in pink and green are smil- 
ing again. 
"\ 


The Portland roses are wondrous 


things. 
In the open air they prac- 


tically repeat our 
hothouse 
condi- 


tions and with their 
warmth 
and 


moisture and freedom from dry winds 
they produce finer flowers than-'we 
often see outside of conservatories. 
The entire foreground of the fair 
is 


filled with softly rolling lawns, clotted 
'with clumps and lined with hedges of 
roses, while wild 
white 
syringas,, 


spirea and lavender and blue larkspur 
show what the forests and annuals 
can do. There were many fine trees 
on the site of the exposition and the 
.most was made of these in laying out 
.the grounds, while full-grown trees 
were transplanted 
with 
marvelous 


success. 
Nature left nothing undone 


for 
Portland 
and 
the 
landscape 


gardeners and 
architects 
sacrificed 


none of the natural advantages. 


FAIR IS COMPACT. 


The 
Portland 
Fair 
is compact. 


There has been a tendency of late 
years for world's fairs to seek to sur- 
pass each predecessor in acreage, each 
fair boasting of the huge space cov- 
ered. St. Louis with its desire -to out- 
do Chicago overdid the 
space 
idea 


with the result that hours were con- 
sumed in 
traveling about .in 
the 


tram railway from 
one building to 


its distant next neighbor. In Port- 
land one walks easily from one build- 
'Ing to another, the only long walk 
•being from the Trail, as the Portland 
"Midway" is called, to 
the 
United 


States government building, 
which 


crowns a peninsula which juts into 
the lake. One may walk across the 
long bridge, call a jinricksha, man or 


take a launch or gondola 
near 
the 


music stand. It is pleasant walking 
or a delightful ride. There 
is 
no 


street car on the grounds, though a 
Irolley connects the American Inn, in- 
side the grounds, with the excellent 
trolley service which binds the city of 
Portland to the Exposition itself. 


This same American Inn is the only 


feature of the Exposition likely to 
lose money. The Inn is said to be 
very good and certainly looks invit- 
ing, 
but it suffers from the unenviable 


reputation earned by the Inside Inn 
at St. Louis, where people were fed 
like cattle and where feeding time be- 
came one of the sights ot the Exposi- 
tion. 


THE BUILDINGS. 


The buildings in Portland are 
in 


neutral tints, mostly gray, and ~" one 
wonders why they did not paint 
the 


buildings white, since there is so lit- 
tle glare of sunlight there. Most of 
the roofs are red, but here and there 
the uniformity is broken by a build- 
ing like the Illinois State building— 
an old-fashioned house, green shut- 
tered and green roofed—a copy inside 
and out of the Springfield home of 
Abraham Lincoln 
in 
the 
hideous, 


comfortable fashion of fifty years ago. 
In this building are many facsimile 
copies of famous documents and let- 
ters written by or closely related to 
Illinois' most famous son. There are 
also large 
collections 
of pictures, 


most of them relating to Civil War 
history and old lady 
visitors walk 


about with much wagging of 
heads { 


saying to their younger companions: 


"This is Mrs. Surrett, my dear. 1 


was present at her trial." 


"Oh, 
my,1' replies the younger one, 


open-mouthed. "How could you ever 
have stood it?" 


"I don't know, but I did, my dear, 


but 
your 
grandfather 
had 
many 


friends there. Still, it was very hard 
on me, very hard." 


One can imagine just what wires 


were pulled to secure admission for 
this woman to these famous trials— 
an admission which she now repre- 
sents as a tax upon her sympathies. 
She wouldn't have missed it for mil- 
lions! What an object o( interest she 
must have been when she returned 
to the church sewing society back in 
Illinois. 


EXHIBIT PALACES. 


As a whole the exhibit palaces are 


disappointing. There are too 
many 


things for sale; not enough uncom- 
mercial exhibits. There is none of the 
fine furniture and lace which made 
St. Louis such a delight; no repre- 
sentative country houses. The agri- 
cultural and machinery buildings are 
good, however, especially the former. 
Washington and California have par- 
ticularly good agricultual exhibits as 
was to be expected. One's heart may 
not actually swell with pride 
and 


patriotism over prune bears or al- 
mond elephants, but these things im- 
press the multitude since there Is al- 
ways much "oh-ing" and "ah-ing" in 
the vicinity or these impossible ani- 
mals. Washington prides herself ' in 
fine apples and cherries and the ex- 
hibition of the slightest interest in 
these procures one a free luncheon. 


Among the State buildings Wash- 


ington, Oregon and California again 
take precedence, though New York 
has a fine colonial building-, beautiful- 
ly located near the lake. The in- 
terior is devoted to rest and reception 
rooms. 
There are the 
New York 


papers, a grand pia-no, and 
in 
the 


rear an excellent French restaurant, 
not open to the general public.

This makes 
the restaurant exclusive and infuriates 
the general populace. As a matter of 
fact, the place woulfl be exclusive any- 
•way, its prices making it so. 
The 


table d'hote dinner is two dollars, | 
without wine, but it is an excellent 
dinner, well served. The place ranks 
with the Tyrolean Alps and the Ger- 
man Pavilion at St.' Louis. On fine 
evenings dinner is served on a palm- 
screened terrace overlooking the lake. 
The New Tork building is the fash- 
ionable place to entertain. Mr. Green- 
way gave a dinner there and a num- 
ber of banquets, suppers and dances 
have been given in the big pavilion 
adjoining. 


Utah, Colorado and Idaho have In- 


teresting buildings, 
quite 
largely- 


given up to mineral exhibits. 


FORESTRY. 


Most interesting of all 
the 
large 


buildings and most characteristic 
is 


the huge forestry building of 
rough 


logs. It is an immense log house, in 
fact, with walls and massive pillars 
inside and out, of logs in all 
their 


natural beauty. Five thousand dollars 
did not 
cover 
the 
transportation, 


alone, of these enormous firs, which 
average fifty feet in height and four 
feet in diameter. They are symmet- 
rical and wonderfully wpil matched. 
Inside is an exhibit oj stuffed wild 
animals, fish hatching and forestry— 
the exhibit of Oregon. Above is an 
excellent collection 
of 
Curtis' 
In- 


dian 
photographs—-the 
same 
Cur- 


tis who 
is 
the 
favorite of Roose- 


velt. The 
President's 
autographed 


letter of commendation and approval 
is on exhibition. It has been stated 
that there is not a nail in this build- 
ing. 
While this is not literally true 


it is a great pity that this building 
cannot be permanent. It could 
not 


have been erected in many places in 
the world—only where the 
primeval 


forest is still standing. 


FINE ARTS. 


The fine arts building is most un- 


pretentious, but inside it shows a most 
well-selected 
collection 
of pictures. 


There are fewer pen canvases than 
at St. Louis—in fact, t>ere are almost 
no pen canvases 
at all. The judges 


have shown great discrimination and 
an unswerving intention to make the 
exhibit reach a high grade. 
They 


must have been hard-hearted to bud- 
ding genius' but the result is admir- 
able. .There is a splendid loan col- 
lection, the best pictures .owned 
in 


California being on the walls. 
This 


makes the exhibit really educational. 
Mrs. "William H. Crocker 
has been 


most generous in lending the gems 
from her famous collection, 
among 


her pictures being a Rubens, a. Rous- 
seau, a Monet and the more than ever 
famous and quadrupled in value Mil- 
let's "Man with the Hoe." Before 
this famous picture stands, 
always, 


an Exposition guard. 


The collection of impressionist pic- 


tures is particularly fine, affording an 
excellent, chance to study the work of 
the much-admired and much-abused 
Barbizon School. 


PORTRAITS. 


There .is a fair collection of por- 


traits, including one by Whistler and 
several by Douglas Volk. one Is dis- 
appointed to find 
no Sargents, 
but 


good 
Sargents 
are 
scarce 


this country, there being but 
three 


at St. Louis—none in the great Amer- 
ican's best 
manner—and 
even 
the 


great collections of Boston and New 
Tork are poor in the work of this fa- 
mous man.. 
The best place in this 


country to see his work 
is in the 


Boston Public Library. 


Among the California artists whose 


work is hung In Portland are William 
Keith, Francis McComas and Arthur 
Mathews. One counts McComas as a. 
Californian 
since 
we 
"discovered" 


him and the years of his early ma- 
turity have been passed among us.; 


One . leaves the pictures regretful!} 


and returns time and again to study 
gome fascinating canvas, paying each 
time the' umbrella toll of five cents 
to a.bright little lad at the entrance. 


Next to the pictures in genuine value 


is the exhibit of the United States 
Government on the- peninsula (called 
the Island), where is also located the 
United States Life -Saving Station, 
which-gives daily exhibition drills, and 
a few soldiers. 
At one end of •' the 


building is ;a picturesque collection of 
colored totem poles, leaning at unex- 
pected and artistic angles, and inside 
the building much space is devoted to 
our dependencies, Alaska and :the. Phil- 
ippines. Most of this collection' of rare 
Philippine woods, with the instruction 
maps, showing the rainfall, population 
and seismic disturbances of our "crown 


colony," were at St. Louis, but all are 
well worth . seeirig-.-twice.: ' There are 
many photographs: illustrating the life 
In the different islands of .the Archi- 
pelago, but none of the model villages 
which attracted throngs at St. Louis, 
has been removed" to Portland. One 
of them, however, with, its bronze- 
skinned inhabitants, is .promised. . 


Other portions of the Government's 


exhibit are devoted to fish-hatching, 
forestry, the postal- service, the mili- 
tary establishment, the school system 
and'the national preserves. The trans- 
parencies illustrating good'and waste- 
ful forestry methods and the frightful 
devastation of trees -which has 
been 


going on in this country are not only 
interesting, but beautiful, and it was 
gratifying to notice that no feature of 
the Exposition was more attractive to 
the visiting thousands than this. 


There is not much that is notable in 


statuary at Portland. 
Most 
of the 


groups were borrowed from St. Louis, 
and they are rather battered looking. 
Nor does the electrical display com- 
pare with Chicago or St. Louis. It is 
pretty, electric lights being scattered 
through the trees, but. it is not mem- 
orable. 
The-California building fol- 


lows the Mission form and has a chim* 
of bells. . At twilight these are rung 
and have the same subtle fascination 
that the Mission bells had at the Mid- 
winter Fair years ago. 


It would not be fair to close without 


saying a word concerning the Trail— 
the playground of the Fair. Most of 
the shows, gathered here are fakes— 
worse still, they are 
the 
same old 


threadbare ones, now dropping into a 
dishonorable age. The 
Streets of 


Cairo are there, with the same wrig- 
gling girls, the same weary-eyed cam- 
els—new and delightfully wicked 
at 


Chicago; old and siiy now. There are 
trained animals, all sorts of illusions; 
a Temple of Mirth; a Glimpse of Par- 
is; wonderful things to eat and drink 
and chew, the best of which is a hot 
roast-beef sandwich place, where long, 
juicy filets swing slowly before char- 
coal coals, winning with a seductive 
odor even those who are able to dine 
at "New Tork." 


TWO BEST SHOWS. 


The two best shows on The Trail 


are Homer Davenport's wonderful live 
pheasants, wild 
geese and peacocks, 


gathered from all over the world, and 
his beautiful Arabian horses. These 
are the great caricaturist's fad on 
which he spent thousands. It is a 
wonderful 
and 
beautiful 
collection, 


without a duplicate in the world. The 
coats of the Arabians are like burnish- 
ed metal, and the pheasants are won- 
derfully beautiful and varied. If you 
are | lucky, the great caricaturist may 
show you about—he did us—and tell 
you the fascinating story relating to 
the capture, of each bird and horse. 


Then there is Kiralfy's "Venice"—a 


pretty spectacle to see at night—with 
gondolas on the lagoons, silk-coated 
gallants, a few good voices, the tinkle 
of strings and some pretty dancing on 
a big stage. 
The orchestra in pot 


hats is distressing, but we must over- 
look- such anachronisms. 


Each month the Exposition has a 


different band. It was Innes in June 
and San Franciscans do not need to 
be told how bad he is. All musical 
people, know. His lecture on "Parsi- 
fal" 
is funny. 
, 
GREAT SUCCESS. 


Financially, the Exposition bids fair 


to be a great success—much greater 
than the Midwinter Fair. The man- 
agers expect to pay back the $400,000 
subscribed (the Exposition cost mucli 
more) and to have a. surplus in addi- 
tion. ' Shrewd financial ability, has 
been shown, and sound business prin- 
ciples put into operation. Free passes, 
which ruined St. Louis, have been rig- 
idly limited. 
Beyond concessionaries 


and actual' employes, everybody pays, 
including the wives and most intimate 
friends of the directors. 
The manag- 


ers showed.their good, sense and lib- 
erality by opening the Fair on Sun- 
-day afternoons, in spite of the storm 
of Puritannical protests. 
The U. S. 


Government building is closed Sun- 
day, but several of the big. buildings, 
including the Fine Arts, are open. In 
the evening the entrance fee .is fifty 
cents, the same as in the daytime, but 
as all the exhibit buildings are closed 
then, since • employes 
must rest, 
a 


twenty-five cent coupon is attached to 
every ticket and this is good for any 
entertainment or refreshment on The 
Trail. The rainy months are over in 
Portland, and the best are all to come. 
At the present rate -of attendance all 
the bills w'ill be paid. 


On the whole. It is an excellent ex- 


ample of how a_ small, good exposition 
may be. ma.de, 'without attempting too 
much. 
The railroads have made a 


mast liberal rate, 'and throngs of coun- 
try people from all over the North- 
west are .taking advantage 
of 
the 


cheap fares. They are delighted—these 
country folk—and they sight-see un- 
til they drop in utter weariness on the 
stairs of the great buildings. 
Even 


for more sophisticated'folk, the Ex- 
position is.worth while. It affords an 
attractive' playground -in' the: midst of 
a workaday world.

APPELLATE COURT 


FILES PETITION 


SAN 
FRANCISCO, July 
15. — The 


Judges of the Appellate Court have peti- 
tioned the Supreme Court for a writ of 
mandate compelling Controller Colgan to

But against all this there is Pardee's unquestioned pop- 


ularity with the people at large. All the politicians who come 
in and chat in the bag lobby of the Palace Hotel bring the same 
tale. The people generally seem satisfied that Pardee is mak- 
ing a very good Governor. Pardee's friends aie looking to this 
sentiment more tlun to anything else to compe1 his re-noniina- 
tion. 


Over here in San Francisco we are told that Senator Per- 


kins, Congressman Rnowland and Governor Pardee have enter-

A nomination never more industriously sought a man than 


is the Republican Mayoralty nomination now seeking a citizen 
who has some chance to beat Mayor Schmitz. The discussion of 
candidates goes on and on and on from day to day, bxit no deci- 
•?i on is ari ived at. The Performers, led by Arthur Fisk, declare 
that aH 01 nearly aU of the Reformers would like to be Mayor. 
Undoubtedly this is true of some of the Reformers, though 
many of them are in the fight against Schmitz and Ruef from 
purely patriotic motives and in the hope of getting a better ad- 
ministration for San Francisco. 


But Fisk has not declared that Treasurer John McDougald 


will be the Republican nominee for Mayor, and Fisk is more 
than likely to have the say in the matter, unless the wily Ruef 
should upset all calculations by capturing enough of the dele- 
gates to make a combination that would result in the nomina- 
tion of Senator Eddie Wolfe, who is his candidate, so far as the 
Republican Party is concerned. Probably he argues that 
Wolfe would be an easy man for Schmitz to beat. 


There id just a possibility that Ruef will be able to make 


some such combination. Unless there is a great reform wave to 
sweep over the primaries and completely engulf Ruef, he is 
more than apt to win m several of the districts. For instance, 
he is almost certain to retain control of his own Forty-fifth Dis- 
trict. In the Forty-fourth George J. Boyne, secretary^ of the 
Police Commission, has made common cause with the disgrun- 
tled Perfoimers under United States Appraiser Jake Shaen, 
and with Boyne's pull with the saloon men and lodging house 
keepeis of the tenderloin, he is very apt to capture that district 
for Ruef. 
In the Forty-second Assemblyman George McGowan has 


made common cause with Senator George Keane, the Mayor's 
Secretary. That is a formidable combination, and may win. 


Henry Ach is putting up the best fight he knows how in the 


Fortieth District, but I am not sufficiently informed of the status 
of the struggle there to know what his chances are of carrying 
the district for Ruef. 


Eddie Wolfe is to have the Thirty-eighth District delega- 


tion without any contest. 
That seems to be agreed upon all 


around. ^ So he will be in a position to enter into combination 
with Ruef for the purpose of securing the nomination for 
Mavor. There is a chance that Ruef will again defeat Senator 
Dick Welch in the Thiriy-third District, and in the Twenty- 
eighth John C Lynch is more than apt to beat out the "reform" 
forces, led by Martin Kelly. Whether Lynch would go into a 
combination with Ruef would depend very largely upon the 


candidate put forward by the Reformers. He would be more 
apt to join with Fisk than with Ruef. Still there is ^ust a pos- 
sibility, as may be seen, that Ruef, with the Labor men behind 
him, and with no contest in the Labor Party, will be able to cap- 
ture enough districts to fix up a combination and give the nom- 
ination to Wolfe.

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Of course, if there is any real ginger in the reform move- 


ment and if the Citizens' Alliance and the Merchants' Asssocia- 
tion will put up enough money to offset the boodle that Ruef is 
always able to throw into a fight, the scheming boss may be 
routed, horse, foot and dragoons, and at the election Schmitz and 
all his gang may be fairly wiped off the earth. A real reform 
movement is one of the things that the wisest of the practical 
politicians can get no line on, and as a consequence it upsets all 
calculations and swamps all preconcen ed ideas. But just now 
the betting is $100 to $80 or even $100 to $70, with Schmitz on 
the long end. 
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The rumor that Ruef would project himself into Demo- 


cratic politics and make an effort to take the organization away 
from McNab has been revived this week. But it does not seem 
possible that he could make any headway in that direction while 
contesting for the control of the Republican Comention. 
Of 


course, he has a large gang of the push under his control, and a 
good many Labor Union men might follow his lead if they 
thought the Union Labor cause would be benefited thereby, feo 
if he were not making a fight at the Republican primaries, he 
might direct his voters to vote at the Democratic primary for 
tickets that he would put in the field and in this wav defeat the 
scattered and disheartened Democrats. In one or two instances 
wheie Democratic clubs have been organized it has been found 
that the officers of the clubs were Ruef men. But if he is going 
to try to capture the Republican convention he will have no 
votes to spare in an effort to capture the Democratic organiza- 
tion. 
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x Here and there there are signs of revolt among the Demo- 


crats against the proposed coalition with the Republicans. Some 
of the Democratic Supervisors, who are McNab men, have said 
that a combination with the Republicans will be impossible. But 
Fisk and the Republican leaders are entirely sure that McNab 
will enter into the combination with them, and ihere has been no 
organized effort on the part of any of the <L^runtled Demo- 
crats to prevent the proposed coalition. 
So w hether or not 


there is 1o be a combination effort to defeat Schmitz (whicli 
cornbinahon world be good practical politics), or whether the 
Democrats will insist upon running a third ticket, it remains to 
be seen. 


Now and again there is a suggestion that some Democrat 


might be named who could be given the Republican endorse- 
ment, but Fisk and the organization Republicans immediately 
turn down any such suggestion. 
Schmitz is a good deal better 


man for the Herrin organization than a Democratic Reformer 
would be, because Schmitz does not make appointments that are 
inimical to the corporations, while a Democratic Reformer 
would be very apt to do so. 


Colonel George, the manager of the Citizens' Alliance, has 


insisted this week that an out and out Citizens' Alliance man be 
nominated to give battle to Schmitz. He wants a_flat test made 
between the Citizens' Alliance and the Labor Unions. 
The 


practical politicians are very slow to make Ihis test, and they do 
not share with George and the Citizens' Alliance leaders in the 
belief that in such a contest the Labor forces would be routed. 
However, the primaries will be held on August 8th, and I fear 
that until that time everything will remain in the domain of 
speculation and uncertainty. *

of a

peddler 
•washing his hands In the basin of the 
fountain. 
Boyd 
protested, 
was re- 
pulsed, and tien went to Deputy Mar- 
shal Levl Moran, in charge of the po- 
lice department in Marshal Vollmer's 
absence. Moran scoffed at Mr. Boyd's 
complaint, and unceremoniously passed 
Mr Boyd's plea fo:.- protection for the 
public fountain the gift of a great ana 
beloved woman to Berkeley. 
•• Mr Boyd started In to arouse pub- 
lic interest In the matter, and quickly 
the policeman who had turned Boyd 
down came to his senses, in part at 
least Moran admonished the offending 
peddler, and warned him to keep away 
from the fountain, when performing 
iis ablutions. 
Boyd has succeeded in stirring up 


others on the subject, including F. W. 
Richardson, editor of the Berkeley Ga- 
zette, who comments editorially on the 
matter, as follows: 
"That big, lazy foreigner, who ob- 
structs the street by selling peanuts, 
instead of carrying a hod as he should, 
makes it a rule to wash his hands In 
that drinking fountain. When a^ked 
to desist by a citizen, this foreigner 
told the citizen to mind his own busi- 
ness. 
"This is no trifling matter. This lazy 


peanut vendor should be arrested and 
put on the chain gang. 
This Is a 
drinking fountain where young and old 
quench their thirst. The dipper stands 
in the water and shall a dirty peanut 
man be allowed to wash 
his 
filthy 
jiands in the water? We think not. 
"We hope the citizen who saw the 


'offense committed will swear out a 
warrant for the arrest of the offender, 
as he should be made an example of."

The crop of apricots Is larger 
by tar than the average. 
On account

much of the fruit was ripened before 
its time 
and 
even cooked, on the 
branches. As a consequence the grow- 
ers are resorting to the method of sun 
drying to save as much as possible of 
this part of the crop. Many-,more men 
are needed for this, and the owners 
are having a hard time to find enough 
to care for their fruit. Several have 
made a thorough canvas- of Haywards 
and report that ihey cannot find an 
unemployed man willing: to work in 
the apricots for the wages usually 
paid, $1.00 a day and board. 


F. C. Winton, one of the largest 
growers in the township, finds that the 
loss of about $1000 will result on ac- 
count of the two hot days last week. 
Other fruit raisers whose orchards are 
in more exposed places will suffer even 
more, a larger proportion of their crop 
being spoiled.
